Difficulty in Henry County. 

AYe regret to learn that Mr. Geo. M. Jesse, 
who was a member of the Legislature last 
winter, and who is highly esteemed here, was 
waylaid and shot near his residence, in Henry 
county, on Wednesday night last. The fol- 
lowing articles, which wc take from the 
Louisville Courier, furnishes all the particulars 
we have been able to gather in relation to the 
matter: 

Villaixs Driven Off — S ome months since wc 
recorded the fact that one Porter liad been tried 
in Henry county as an abettor in the murder of 
his wife. He was acquitted, the testimony being 
insufficient to convict, although every one enler- 
laim d belief of his guilt- The man is, wc learn, 
connected with a gang of scoundrels, whose vil 
ainies have excited the apprehensions and sus- 
picions of the citizens of the county. Convinced 
of tin; rascalities perpetrated, the citizen* of the 
county assembled at Port Royal on Tuesday,, an 1 
publicly demanded the ejection from the county of 
Porter and his gang. The laiter resisted, and in 
the fight which ensued, Thud. Porter was shot 
and dangerously wounded. The exasperation of 
the people being so apparent, the scoundicls con- 
» eluded to compromise by promising to leave in a 
certain length of time, him! several of them took 
passage the same day on the Dove for Madison.

Twr. IIknrv Tragedy— Geo. M . Jesse Shot.— 
In our issue of yesterday we alluded to a move- 
ment made by the citizens of Henry county, to 
get rid of one Porter and his confederates, upon 
whom suspicion of much crime rests. Porter is 
the man who was suspected of having poisoned 
his own wile about a year ago, and of which a 
full account appeared in the Courier at the time. 
He was tried fur the offense, but the evidence 
wa s not sufficient to commit. Suspicion of guilt, 
however, was so fixed upon lmn in the public 
mind, tli.it he could not escape the popular in 
dign. ri»m. The citizens on Tuesday helmet 
in public, and ordered him und bis confederates 
to leave the county, and gave them until to-day 
to do so. 

At this meeting, Geo. M. Jesse. Esq., a meni- 
be. of the last Legislature from Henry county, 
took a prominent part. Night before last Mr 
Jesse was shot by an unknown hand, and if he 
is not now dead, it is not expeoteu that lie will 
live, as he was speechless at the last account. 

The shooting of Jesse at this time, and under 
these circumstances, renders it suspicious that 
it is the work of Porter or one of his accom- 
plices As the Porters were to leave the county 
to day, and as they were known to reek *itii 
vengence, it i* thought that Jesse is their first 
victim. As Jesse wad a prominent and clever 
citizen, against whom naught could be said, it 
is not likely that his assassination will po un- 
avenged. The whole country are his friends. 

Intense excitement prevails i:i the county. — 
There is no telling what may occur there to- 
d.i y if the Porters refuse to leave, and they are 
not .-afe even if they do leave. If the public 
mind is satisfied that Jesse was shot by one of 
the gang, there will bo trouble, and no little of 
it. The Porters are understood to be desper- 
ate men, but the people of Henry county are 
the very ones to deal with desperates They know 
not fear, nr.d will shrink from nothing to rid theni- 
selvea of that which they cannot endure. We 
shall await the issue with painful anxiety, and 
hope until we hear the result that nothing may 
be done to shock humanity or to bring odium 
upon law and order. — Courier , 28fA. 

Homicide — Father Killed by his Son. — Wm. 
Moody, an old citizen of the county, living in the 
vicinity of Oxford, was killed on Monday night, 
by a blow from a club in the hands of his son, 
Joseph Moody, when in a crazy fit. Joseph 
Moody, as it appears, is subject to crazy spells, 
and when under the influence of liquor, as he was 
upon the evening in question, is perfectly frantic, 
lie acknowledges the deed. There wereuo other 
white persons about the house. The old man 
was foi.ii 1 dead by one of his i e :ro<s the follow- 
ing morning- An inquest was held over the body 
and a verdict rendered in accordance with the facts 
stated. The deceased was between 75 and 80 
years of age. The accused made no attempt to 
escape, but made considerable resistance when an 
.effort was made to arrest him, and had to be 
'knocked down before lie could be taken. He was 
brought to town to-day. at noon, and placed in 
jail preparatory to an examining trial, lie looks 
and talks like a crazy man. He converses freely 
upon the subject, ami says that some one else kill- 
ed his father. He appears perfectly unconcerned, 
and as one entirely ignorant of the enormity of 
the crime with which he stand charged.

Washington City, Jan. 18, 1859. $ 

Fellow-Citizens of the Fifth Congressional 
District: The brief period for which you re-elect- | 
ni me to Congress being about to expire, and, ; 
holding under advisement the question submitted 1 
to me by many of those who elected me in the 
memorable campaign of 1855, whether I will 
permit ray name to comlfc before the people again 
for re-election. I have deemed it due to the peo- 
ple whom I have had the honor twice to represent I 
in the councils of the Confederacy, to addre-s them 
upon such subjects as, in my opinion, will be in- I 
tcresting and instructive to them. 

Since the campaign of 1855 — a campaign which, ! 
I trust, will long be remembered by the patriots 
of that day — the Democratic party has very 1 
naturally become the party of the South and of j 
the Union, and its ranks have been filled up by 
refugees from the ranks of its hereditary one- ! 
rnies. This is quite common — it is t he fate of 
battle and of victory; and it is equally common 
for our new allies to bring with them their politi- , 
cal notions, or at least a portion of them, and, | 
jjerhaps, it might be just to sav, the least obnox- 
ious of them, amlnttempt, in the name of Dem- 
ocracy and of the Democratic party, to fasten, j 
in a modified form, upon the Democratic party, ; 
their principles and policy, and particularly their j 
party organization and party machinery, with 
which, at no distant day, it may be the cherished 
hope of some to lead the party into the meshes j 
of some new political organization, such as the 1 
“Sous of Malta,” now bperating and said to be 
successfully working in this Capital and the lead- 
cities of the Union. In view, then, of the j 
dangers, we, as Democrats, have passed through 
of the present and the future, it stands us in hand j 
to see who is entrusted with our principles and 
our flag. 

The manner of my becoming a candidate in 
1855 and 1857 has bden the subject of severe crit- ! 
icism by such pf my fellow citizens, their parti- 
sans and friends? ns desire the place I have been 
called on to fill. Jt has been insisted that no 
gentleman shall announce himself a candidate lor j 
Congress, or anv other oflice in the gift of the 
people, unless he is licensed to do so by a caucus 
— dignified of late by the name of convention- 
To this dogma I am unwilling to assent, and will 
not until the Democratic party of our District shall, 
in the most authoritative manner, adopt it as a 
fixed rule in the party organization. So far they 
have not done so — nor have they indicated a dis- 
position to do so; but, on the contrary, have in- j 
dieated very clearly a disposition not to abandon 
the ancient usage of nominating and electing 
their own public servants. Our theory of gov- 
ernment is that the people are capable of doing 
it; our practice is, that theydiave done it. Then, 
the only question for the party now is: Have the 
people of the District heretofore made judicious , 
nominations; and if that question can be answer- 
ed in the affirmative, then theie exists no neces- 
sity for a change in this regard of party rules." 
The usage of the party has been, since the Dis- 
trict had an existence, to allow the party at largo 
the fullest and broadest liberty in the selection of 
their servants, consistent with party efficiency. 
Hut it is now said that expediency demands a 
surrender by the* people of the appointing and 
nominating, and consequently, in large Democrat- 
ic Districts, the effecting power. This is another 
of the many heavy drafts that the few make on 
the many — town upon the country — wealth on 
poverty, and, finally, of the aristocratic few upon 
the Democratic masses. 

I repeat that this surrender by the people of 
the right to select aud elect their own public ser- 
vants, is claimed on the score of expediency, ami 
therefore, it is urged, should be cheerfully acceded 
to. To this I answer that it is a maxim of com- 
manding authority in American politics Mat noth- 
ing is expedient that is unconstitutional, and that 
intervention by caucus, council, lodge or conven- 
tion, in selecting and electing a member of the : 
Lower House of Congress, is clearly and palpably 
in conflict with the plain letter of the Federal I 
Constitution, as well as in utter disregard of the j 
theory upon which the Union was founded. I 
will not stop here, fo point out wherein the can- ; 
cus system is violative of the true theory of the 
Government as well as the Constitution. That , 
will be attended to iu another part of this ad- ; 
dress. 

With your indulgence T will proceed to show 
what powers have been claimed, from time to 
time, from the beginning of this Government, 
commencing from its earliest existence, on the i 
score of expediency. The Federalists claimed 
the authority to pass and inforce the Alien and ; 
Sedition laws on the ground of expediency, and 
the further ground that, the common law of Eng- 
land was in force in this country outside of the 
Constitution; but Jefferson and Madison insisted ! 
that the power must he found inside of the Con- ! 
st i tut ion, otherwise the claim must be, and was ! 
afterwards successfully resisted — Kentucky alone 
standing by the parent State in her manly resis- 
tance to this open and dangerous violation of the 
Constitution. ’1 he Federalists of 1816, and the 
Whigs of a later period, claimed the power to 
establish a United States Bank on the ground of 
expediency, urging that it was necessary and ex- 
pedient to the 'successful management of the 
finances of the Government; hut the illustrious 
Jackson came t.o the rescue of the Constitution, 
and for tlie want of a better depository of the 
public moneys, employed temporarily the State 
banks, rather than violate the Constitution by es- 
tablishing a national one, until Mr. Van Buren’s 
administration, when the independent treasury 
system was inaugurated. At a later period of 
the history of the Government, and when a large 
surplus of money had accumulated in the public 
treasury under the operations of the high pro- 
tective tariff policy. Congress was beset on every 
side to enter upon a general system of internal 
improvements in the States; but Congress, rather 
than violate the Constitution by commencing, for 
any cause whatever, a system of expenditure un | 
authorized bv that instrument, gave millions of 
money to the States composing the Federal | 
Union— in the nature of deposits- But the I 
most striking example of authority and power 
claimed on the score and ground of expediency is i 
the recent Know-Nothing assumption — l will not 
dignify it with the name of either principle or 
policy — that “none but American-born citizens 
and non Catholics should rule America.’' They 1 
readily agreed that the Constitution forbade re- 
ligious tpsts; vet upon the principle of expediency . 
and the further (to them) great principle, of 
‘•power, pelf and plunder,” they said — and swore 
to it, and stuck to it, too, until we beat them in 
1S55— “that Americai - >« r ionlv, and non-Cath- 
obes, should rule America.” Examples of power | 
claimed in the world’s history and in the history 
of this Government authorized by Constitutional I 
law are too numerous to justify oiv even authorize 
a report of them in a brief address of this kind. I 
It is believed that the examples quoted arc suffi- 
cient to arrest thd* attention of the country to the j 
subject, and that is all that I desire. 

1 have already said that the convention system, 1 
in so far as it relates to tlie election of members 
to the Lower House of Congress, is at war with j 
the original design of our fathers in establishing 
our Federal Union, as well as in direct conflict 
with the Constitution. This declaration, to such 
as have not thought much on the subject, may ap- 
pear, at the blush, to be a mere declaration, with 
out facts or arguments to sustain it. But a mo- 
ment’s reflection, or a single reading of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, will dispel that delusion. Our 
fathers, in the establishment of the Federal Union, 
had in view two great objects. The first was so 
to found the government that it could never op- 
press the people; and, secondly, to plant it upon 
foundations so sure and steadfast that the people 
could not, upon a sudden outburst of popular 
indignation, overturn the Government of their 
choice. 

To accomplish these great and wise purposes, 
the law-making power is vested, by the Constitu- 
tion, in the President, the Senate, and the House 
of Representatives. The President recommends 
to Congress what laws in his opinion they ought 
to make, and vetoes what laws they do make, if 
he thinks proper to do so. The Senate and House 
are, more strictly speaking, the law-making pow- 
er, the former, with some important constitution- 
al limitations; the latter without any. Article 
2d, section 2d of the Federal Constitution, and 
article 12th of the amended Constitution, provide 
for the election of President, &c. By these arti- 
cles and clauses of the Constitution, the people 
are prohibited from voting directly for the Chief 



Magistrate. An electoral college intervenes be- 
tween the people and this high office, which is 
nothing more nor less than a body of select men, 
appointed by the States, to collect and declare 
the public will in reference to the Chief Magis- 
tracy. Here is to be found the aristocratic fea- 
ture of the Government. Next comes the Sen- 
ate. By article 1st, section 3d, the Senators are 
required to be elected by the several State Leg- 
islatures, and they are to serve for a term of six 
years. Here State sovereignty i-Jrepresenteded, 
that is,, the aggregate of the entire population — 
a State, in their State capacity, ale represent of i 
and the sovereign will of the State reflected. On ! 
this provision of the convention the Legislatures 
of each and every State of tlie Union stand im- 
movably between the Senate, House, and the j 
people. Now, let us see how stands the case in 
the matter of a Representative to the Lower 
House of Congress. By article 1st, and section ' 
2d, of the Constitution — “The House of Repre- • 
sentatives shall be composed of members chosen i 
every second year by the people of the several 
States, and the electors in each State shall have j 
qualifications requisite for electors of the most, 
numerous branch of the State Legislature. ” 

Here it will be seen that there is to be no in- 
tervention between the Representatives in the 
popular branch of Congress and the people. No : 
select body of men — such as the electoral col- I 
lege; no legislative intervention, as in the case of 
the election of Senators; no caucus; no counsel; 
no convention; no nothing to arrest lor a single 
moment the sovereign will of the people. This 
department of the Gevrmnienl is for wise purpo- 
ses confided to the people; there I found it, and 
there it may remain, as far as I am concerned, 
forever. It ought to be sufficient for a State 1 
Rights, strict construction Democrat to know 
that such is the Constitution. But if reasons in 
support of this salutary provision of our funda- 
mental law are demanded* they are at hand in 
abundance. It will be remembered that there 
was great anxiety felt by the framer* of our re- 
publican system of government that it should be 
so construed as that it could, under no pretext 
whatever, oppress the people. Hence to this 
branch of the National Legislature, coming di- 
rectly from the people, and in brief periods the ! 
power thus held returning to their hands, is con- 
fided exclusively the taring' ami exacting power, | 
which is virtually the power of declaring war; 
for no Administration would dare venture upon a 
war policy without first sounding this branch of 
the Legislature to know if the money necessary 
to carry on a war would be by them supplied. 
The sole power of impeaching all high officers of 
Government is confided exclusively to the House 
of Representatives. Is it not, then, eminently 
proper that the people, in the language of the 
Constitution, should, every second year, elect 
their Congressmen? For if they give away this | 
authority, they are completely deprived of that 
wise constitutional protection against taxation 
and oppression without the consent of their im- 
mediate Representatives. All money hills, says 
the Constitution, must originate in the Lower 
House of Congress. The Senate may only pro- 
p«»«* amendments. Now, in conclusion of this 
subject* permit me respectfully to suggest, if this 
system of convention, per 3c, is to be regarded 
as the only legitimate and Democratic mode of 
introducing to the people a candidate, in a district 
like ours largely Democratic, and the nomination 
acquiesced in, and the Democratic party vote for 
the candidate without inquiry into his fitness, or 
qualifications for the office, how can it be said, in 
the language of the Constitution, that “thepeo- 
ple every second year elect their Representatives 
to Congress?” Let the friends of the system an- , 
swer. It is a source of deep regiet to me, to be 
compelled in self-defense to obtrude my views of 
any political question upon ray fellow-citizens. 
But the continued and persevering assaults which 
have been constantly made upon me, and those 1 
who think with me, by a licentious and corrupt 
press, left me no means of escape, except to lay 
my views of the question fully and frankly before 
the people for their approval or rejection. I must 
be permitted further to say, that after a full dis- 
cussion of this question, in the year 1857, and 
the convention system declined in every county , 
in the district, save one, that I felt surprised at a 
renewal of the question by certain newspapers, 1 
immediately after the close of the campaign last 
summer, in language and temper not usually found 
in well conducted Democratic journals. 

To a public servant the most valued reward 
which he onn receive in th o npprot>ati<rii <>/ hid 
constituency ; and it is to me a source of profound 
regret that, in some conn tie-* of the District, mv 
course has failed to call forth a public indorse- 
ment. Whilst the Administration, of which I 
have been a consistent supporter, has been indors- 
ed, and whilst a gent leman outside of the State 
has been complimented bv resolutions adopted by 
primary assemblages of the people, it has been 
my misfortune to be studiously ignored — my 
course as a representative has been passed over in 
silence.- and this silence involves an implied con- 
demnation. Under these circumstances 1 have 
examined my public record, with a view to dis- 
cover wherein I have been unfaithful to my con- 
stituency. My record on the leading questions 
of the day has been made, and I appeal to it as 
my highest vindication, and I invite and challenge 
its scrutiny and investigation. 

When T first entered the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States, as you are aware, Know-Nothingistn 
was the then absorbing and vital issue, and upon 
it I made a record plain and unmistakable. To 
that record I appeal, and to it I invite your atten- 
tion, and ask you with the frankness of an Amer- 
ican citizen whether it does or does not meet your 
approbation; and for that purpose, I reproduce an 
extract from a speech delivered by me in the 
House of Representatives, thirty-fourth Congress, 
on Know-Nothingism. 

“We complain further of the aggressive policy of 
the North in denying to the Southern people the 
right to go into the Territories of the Union— acquir- 
ed by the common treasure and blood of tin* people 
of the whole Union— with their slafe property. This 
is what we complain of. And when the whole com- 
plaint is thus made, and understood, it is nothing 
more or less than a violated Constitution which is 
complained of by the South. And now 1 submit it 
to the judgment of the House, if this is a greater vi- 
olation of the Federal Constitution than the obliga- 
tion and horrid oaths taken and subscribed to b> t he 
intent*' Americans? Arc not the religious and polit- 1 
ical rights of a native-born Roman Catholic citizen 
as dear to him as is the right winch he and others of 
his fellow-citizens have to hold and enjoy their slave 
property under the Constitution? Are not thcrights 
of a naturalized citizen, under the Constitution and 
laws of the country, as sacred as either of the rights 
above mentioned? Mcsfcassurejlly they are; but this 
is not all. If we of the South -violate the Constitu- 
tion in one regard, how can wo demand of the people 
of the North t,o observe it in matters affecting us and 
our rights? If wo become fanatical on the subject of 
religion, and of races, in so far as to violate constitu- 
tions. both State and National, how can we, as hon- 
e-t men, hold up the Constitution of die l nion to 
the people of the Ninth, and demand of them to pre- 
serve intact that, instrument? We of the South should 
faithfully sustain the Constitution in its purity, 
before wo can r<ght fully or successfully demand ot 
others a simitar observance of our constitutional 
rights. It will not do to sny that there is a dangerous ; 
foreign element in tlie country, and that the Roman 
Catholic religion is ant i-ropubMean. and corrupting 
to the morals of our people, and that, therefore, we 
urojustified in banding together in secrot conclaves, 
and in a manner unknown and unrecognized by the | 
Constitution and laws of the country, virtually to I 
disfranchise a cla.ss iff our fellow-citizens whose rc- | 
ligious views may differ from our own; for this would j 
be but re-establishing that odious and long-explod d 
system of religious and sectarian tests, which, when- I 
ever it It as been practiced, has only served to dis- | 
grace and injure the cause of true piety, and to re- 
tard the prosperity of the State. It has always been I 
the pride and boast of our Republic that the avenue j 
to power, the place, and to political elevation, wan I 
widely open to all of our citizens; and nothing could j 
he further from the practice of the country, since | 
the foundation of our free institutions, or more ad- I 
verse to the spirit of its constitution and laws, than | 
the proscription of men fr »m office merely on account - 
of tbeir religious tenets, no matter how spotless may . 
have been their lives, what services they may have J 
rendered the State, or what assurances of patriotism ! 
they may, through a long life, have given. Vet, be- 
cause they hold certain dogmas not in accordance . 
with our own, they are forthwith to be excluded 
from all places of honor, trust or profit, in the admin- 
istration of the Government, State and Federal. 
This principle of the intense American party, of ex- 
cluding from public employment our Catholic and 
naturalized citizens, and all others who trill not j 
convent that none hut native-born Protestant Amer- ; 
icon citizens, who mill take their oaths and sub- 
cribe their constitution, and learn their signs and j 
grips, is held by the Democratic party to be a pal- i 
pab/e violation of the spirit i f not of the letter, of | 
the Constitution . 

“I am aware, Mr. Chairman, of the argument used • 
by the exclusive party, In defending this principle of 
intense Americanism. When charged with the pro- ' 
scription tho argument is, that they proscribe no) 
one — that they merely pledge themselves not to vote 
for those who will not agree with them in their pccu- . 
liar notions of ruling America. Well, sir, suppose J 
that 1 were to agree with them— that in strict speech | 
or in estimation of law, their principles, as just stat- j 
ed, arc not proscriptive, which f do not; still it is a 
dangerous violation of the spirit of that .clause of the 
Constitution w hich I have quoted, which declares, 1 



* there shall be Ho religious test for any office or trust 
under the Constitution.’ And again, if it should be 
considered that there is no proscription in the prin- 
ciples of this party, dure nay man stand up here and 
say it is not as cruel aud illegal a combination (and 
by that 1 mean n conspiracy ) against the political end 
c ivil rights of our Catholic and naturalized citizens, 
and all others who oppose them, as ever animated the 
hearts or nerved the arms of a body of conspirators 
deliberately bent on mischief? 

“Sir. if by an act of the Legislature 1 am shut out 
from tho enjoy ment of a constitutional right, 1 have 
a remedy; 1 may either take the Constitution and the 
illegal enactment, and lay both before my fellow- 
countrymen, and insist on its repeal, or 1 may com- 
plain to the courts, and have the unconstitutional 
law set as»de; hoi if Know-Nothingism prevails, and 1 
am surrounded by a majority of that order, I am 
wholly without remedy, lam not permitted to go 
into their councils, and demand to be heard there, 
for their doors aro closed against uio. I cannot suc- 
cessfully appeal to the popular voice for redress, for 
a majority aro sworn— yes, sir, thrice sworn— not to 
heed, even if they would consent to hear me; so it 
is wholly Immaterial whether it is proscription or 
conspiracy: either » nc is bad enough, and both vio- 
lative of the spirit of the Constitution of tho United 
States, and tho constitution of the Commonwealth 
of wkrcli I am proud to be a citizen.” 

On the question of slave* y in the Territories, as 
early as December 11th, 1856, I took ground pre- 
cisely in accordance with the decision and opinion 
rendered afterwards in the D’cd Scott case. I 
took the broad position that the Constitution car- 
ries slavery into a Territory. Here is my re- 
cord. Does it meet the approval of my const! tu- 
enev ? 

“Mr. JEWETT.— Mr. Speaker, the reference of mv 
colleague [II. M a RSI i u.i.] to his course and line of dis- 
cussion in the late canvass, renders it proper that I 
should propound to him a single question. Did you 
not, ip your speech at the Big Spring, declare that 
the Constitution did not carry slavery into the Ter- 
ritories? 

“Mr. II. MARSHALL. — I said nothing in any 
speech in Kentucky, inconsistent with the exact 
statement 1 have made to-day. I will state now for 
the gcmtleman, for his party, and for the country, 
that I up hold that the Constitution docs not carry 
slavery into the Territories of the United States. 
Let the gentleman make the mast of that. 1 have 
never held that the Constitution carries slavery into 
a Territory. 

“Mi. KK1TT. — Does it carry any kind of property? 

“Mr. li. MARSHALL. — No sir, it does not carry 
any kind of property there. Now let my colleague an- 
swer. Will my colleague go before the people of Big 
Spring, and tell them that the Constitution does 
cany shirt ry into the Territories / 

“Mr. JEWETT.— I will.” 

This position, assumed before the opinion in 
the Died Scott case was rendered, is lullv and 
completely sustained by that opinion, and is in 
uccorda nee with it— aud is now regarded as a 
settled principle that tho Federal (a institution 
carries slavery into the Territories . 1 sub 

join the opinion of the Supreme Court on this 
point : 

"It is tlie opinion of the Court that the net of Con- 
gress which prohibited a citizen from holding and 
owning property of this kind £/. e. slave property] in 
the Terri tor;, of the United States north of tlie line 
ther*n mentioned, is not warranted by the Consti- 
tution, and in therefore raid." 

My views on this question boinjj in strict con* 
fortuity to the opinion of the Supreme Court, I 
presume, are fully indorsed even by those who 
have pasted over my course in county meetings 
without mention. lam not unmindful, follow 
citizen?, of the solemn responsibility the public of- 
ficer is under to the constituency he i? called to 
serve. Nor do 1 complain of those who are now 
controlling the party machinery of some localities 
(whether by usurpation, or regular appointment 
I know not) for scrutinizing with sever e rigidity 
my course and conduct as a man or legislator. 
This they have a perfect right to do. But while 
they arc passing judgment upon me, they should 
remember that we all have a common piaster, to 
whose judgment we must all finally submit, wheth- 
er we be Congresmen, getters up of political 
meetings, resolution drafters, or what not. The 
will of the people 1 have endeavored faithfully to 
do, and, in all time to come, 1 will strive to find 
it out and follow it, to the best of my ability — 
but while I shall always he careful to ascertain 
their will, I will he more than careful not to mis- 
take the clamor of demagogues for the voice of 
the people. 

Fellow-citizen?, in taking leave of you, I beg 
to be permitted to express how many obligations 
I am under to the Democrats of the District" for 
the hearty and cordial support of me, and Dem- 
ocratic principles, in the cruel and bloody conflict 
of 1855. Then, as iif 1857, I stood before you, 
without press or purse to back me, pleading for 
the constitutional rights of all men — whether 
Greek or Barbarian, Jew or Gentile, Catholics or 
Protestants; it was all the same to me— and how 
nobly you responded to the call Considerations 
ot thin ktnW) AoKm -v-ftfzeiis, will be long remem- 
bered; they have made a lasting impression on 
my memory; they are deeply engraved upon my 
heart; and, whether the political relation? now 
subsisting between us shall continue or not, I 
w ill never cease to regard my Democratic fellow- 
citizens of the Fifth Congressional District as 
true and tried friends, carrying with ine to the 
grave the remembrance of tlie debt I owe them, 
for all that I am, and for all that I can hope to 
be, this side of 

“That bourne from whence no traveler returns.”

CONGRESSIONAL. 

Washington, Jan 26. — Sknatr.— The motion 
of Mr. Seward, of N. Y., to admit Messrs. Lane 
and McCarty, claiming to be Senators from In- 
diana, to the privilege of admission to the floor 
of the Senate pending the decision of the claims, 
was considered. 

Mr. Trumbull, of 111., spoke earnestly in favor 
of tlicir admission, and hoped that this act of 
courtesy would he extended. A refusal, he said, 
would be an act of discourtesy to the State of 
Indiana. The question being taken on taking 
the resolution from the table and the noes pre- 
vailing, Mr. Iverson, of Gn., suggested that it be 
taken up and voted to lay on the table, so ns to 
prevent it coming up daily until the end of the 
session. 

An animated debate ensued. Mr. Mason, of 
Va., moved to lay the resolution on the table. 

Mr Seward, in referring to Mr. Iverson’s re- 
marks, said that the Senator from Georgia knew 
him sufficient ly well to know that he (Seward) is 
the last man to oppose by factious opposition any 
well -matured decision of the Senate. The question 
was to grant to the gentlemen claiming to be 
Senators from the State of Indiana the right to 
stand behind the back* of the two persons who 
occupied the chairs which they claim as their 
own. He had seen tlie Hungarian patriot, For- 
eign Ministers, and multitudes of others given 
the poor privilege of standing room on this floor, ! 
while the gentlemen claiming to be Senators, and I 
whom the Judiciary Committee may at any mo- 
ment report to he veritable Senators, are refused I 
the number of square feet they would occupy 

Mr. Bayard, of Maryland, spoke against the 
admission of the gentlemen in question to the 
floor of the Senate. The discussion having re- 
opened the parallel case of Claiborne and Colston 
in the 25th Congress. Mr. Bel!, ot T’enn., and 
Air Davis, of Miss , discussed that subject, the j 
former in a tone of fervor, and the latter in op- I 
position to the admission of the contesting Sen- ] 
a tors from Indiana. Finally the resolution was | 
laid on the table — ayes 31, nays 22 — Bright and 
Fitch not voting. 

The Senate then proceeded to vote as to wheth- 
er the Indian appropriation bill or the Pacific 
railroad bill should be taken up. 

The motion to take up the Pacific Railroad bill 
prevailed. 

Mr. Bell, of Tenn., sookc on the bill; and 
various amendments, including the one intro- 
duced by the Senator from Minnesota, Mr. Rico, 
for a northern route, were then voted on and 
lost. 

Mr. Wilson’s amendment, the main features of 
which are that a hoard of five civil engineers 
shall locate the route of the road between the 
34th and 42d parallels, was put to vote aud lost — 
ayes 13. nays 32. 

Mr. Davis’s amendment, being a substitute of* 
fered by the minority of the committee, being 
next in order, was put to vote and lost — yeas 18, 
nays 23. 

Mr- Pugh’s amendment, which provides for the 
termination of the road on the eastern boundary 
ot California, was next voted on and lost — yeas 
26, nays 28. 

A point of order here arose from the fact that 
during the executive session of yesterday some 
subject was made the special order for to day at 
2 o’clock. The galleries were accordingly clear- 
ed to afford Senators an opportunity to discuss 
the question whether the special order should be 
rescinded and the Pacific Railroad bill be con- 
tinued. 



Mr. Hammond, ol S. C-, moved to lay the bill 
on tlie table, which was lost — ayes 21, nays 26. 

All the amendments being now disposed of, to- 
morrow at 1 o’clock was the hour appointed for 
the vote on the final passage of the bill. Ad- 
journed. 

Housk. — Mr. Craig, of Mo., from the Com 
mitfee on Post-offices and Po?t Roads, reported a 
bill providing for the transportation of the mails 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast. 

Mr. English, of Ind., reported a substitute there- 
for. 

Mr. Clark, of N. Y., from the Committee on 
the Judiciary, made an adverse report on the bill 
to amend the act establishing the Court of 
Claims, so as to permit creditors to sue the Gov- 
ernment. 

(}n motion of Mr. Grow, of Pa., the till was re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union. 

Mr. Chapman, of Penn , from the Committee 
on the Judiciary, reported a bill punishing the 
forging and counterfeiting of military bounty 
land warrants and certificates of location, pur- 
chase, etc., »>r knowingly uttering or circulating 
the same. The punishment is not less than three 
nor more than ten years in the penitentiary. Mr. 
Chapman urged the importance of the bill, sav- 
ing that it had received the unanimous approba- 
tion of the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Tlie bill was then passed. 

Mr. Whittlesey, of Del., from the Committee on 
Agriculture, reported joint resolutions declaring 
it to be the duty of government to use all consti- 
tutional, diplomatic, and commercial powers to 
procure from foreign governments a modification 
of their system of revenue with respect to Amer- 
ican tobacco, with a view of removing present re- 
strictions, and that instructions ought to be given 
by the Executive to our consular and commercial 
agents, that such a desirable result may be pro- 
duced. 

Mr. Garnett, of Va., objected to that portion of 
the resolutions which, in his opinion, looks to re- | 
talirttory duties. 

.Mr. Whittlesey replied that the committee 
had jio such intention in forming the resolutions. 

Air. Morris, ol Pa., wished American iron and j 
other products to be included in the protection to 
tobacco only. 

Mi . Stephens, of Ga., did not see anything like 
protection in the resolutions. They contemplated 
only the removal of restrictions. 

Tlie resolutions were passed. 

Mr. Kelsey, of N. Y., introduced the llome- 
stcml bill, which was referred to the Committee ! 
of the Whole on the state of the Union. 

Mr. Grow, of Pa , said that a similar bill bad j 
been twice passed by the House and as often de- [ 
feated in the Senate. As this subject had beet: 1 
debated for the last eight years, he now merely ' 
wished to remind gentlemen that the government ' 
should be brought back to the sound principles of | 
legislation laid down by Gen. Jackson, that the! 
public lands should cease to be a source of public i 
revenue and be set apart for the homes of actual j 
settler*. He hoped that Congress would sanction I 
this principle and put an end to speculation and i 
land monopoly. The latter had been tried in the J 
old world, and its fruits are written in the lives of * 
the people. The dictates of wisdom require that J 
the public lands be disposed of in such a way as 
will best promote the general welfare* and elevate 
and ennoble the human race. He gave notice that 
he would to-morrow ask for a vote on this There 
seemed to be a general concurrence. 

Tin* House resolved itself into Committee of, 
the Whole on the state of the Union and took j 
up the consular and diplomatic bill. 

The committee rejected the pending amend- 1 
ment. which was to the effect that no money 
shall he expended in the support or education of 
the recaptured Africans. 

Mr. Crawford, of Ga., offered an amendment * 
reducing the proposed $75,000, to enable the j 
President to cirry out the law of 1819, to $45,- j 
000. He contended that there was no authority i 
for the contract with the American Colonization I 
Society for the education and support of the Alri- | 
cans captured on board the Echo 

Air. Stewart, of Aid., said that if it was neces- i 
sary in carrying out the act of 1819 to stipulate 
for choir education jmd support, no objection , 
could be made to the contract entered into bv i 
the President. The North make war upon the i 
President for enforcing the fugitive slave law, 
and, if the President enforces the law for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, the South make war ! 
on him. He vas opposed to this ul truism. 

Mr. Moore, of Ala., also admitted that there ( 
are precedents for the President’s action, but | 
there was a question above that. It was whether 
this government should connect itself with the j 
scheme of the Colonization Society and bolster j 
up that rotten concern in Liberia, which has ; 
proved a failure and an abortion. 

Air. Millson, of Va., expressed surprise at the 
sensitiveness exhibited by gentlemen who seem’ 
to believe that to condemn the slave trade is to j 
reproach slavery. He did not know what else 
the President could have done relative to there- i 
captured Africans. 

Air. Case, of Ind., said that, he did not see how ! 
they could consistently vote this money to edu- 
cate these Africans in Liberia, when the edtica 
tion of negroes in slave States is made a criminal 
offense. Talk about the horrors of the middle 
passage — he had read an advertisement of a rni:- 
aw.iy slave right under our immediate view, who, 

, it was stated, could he identified by his scarred 
bands and back. IJence, for the 9ake of consis 
tcncy, they should strike out the provision iu the 
bill now under consideration. 

Air. Keitt, ofS. C., in reply to Mr. Millson, said 
that Southern gentlemen had merely protested 
against this government, full mounted on an anti - 
slavery sentiment, riding down the restrictions of 
law. The President had no right to make a con- 
tract for the support and maintenance of the ne- 
groes of the Echo. The charity of this govern- 
ment has been prostituted to upholding a society 
which sprung up from a spurious sentimentality 
in a single night, which receives its support from 
old maids and dilapidated politicians, who colo- 
nize negroes from a maudlin humanity. This is 
what the President lias done. 

Air. Bonham, of S C., proposed and advocated 
an amendment confiring the appropriations to the 
act of 1819, striking out the words “and any sub 
sequent acts now in force ” 

Air. Seward, of Ga., looked on the laws which 
have been made for the prevention and suppres- 
sion of the slave trade, as in violation of the con- 
stitution. He wanted Georgia and other South- 
ern States to settle the question for themselves, j 

Air. Barksdale, of Mississippi, indorsed Mr. Se- ! 
ward’s remarks, but regarded this discussion as 1 
out of order. 

Air. Burnett, of Ky , had listened with surprise ! 
and regret to a discussion on the subject ot re- 
opening the slave trade. He regarded it as un- 
fortunate for his section of the Union, in the 
name of which lie entered his protest against 
these proceedings," as calculated to place it in a 
false position. When the time comes to solve the 
problem it will be time for Southern gentlemen 
to move in the matter. He thought the law of 
1819 conferred upon the President power to do 
what he had done in reference to the negroes of 
the slaver Echo. 

Mr. Singleton, of Miss., complained of a forced 
construction being given to the law. Suppose 
there should be n Black Republican President. 
His partisans would carry out the precedent now 
sought to be established, and take money out of 
the Treasury to an unlimited amount for similar 
purposes. Will the Democratic party put a con- 
struction on the law which will operate against us 
in future? The safety of the South, being in a 
minority, depends on the strict construction of 
the constitution. 

Mr. Hughes, of Ind., had listened with inter- 
est, but not without surprise and regret, to this 
discussion. 

Air. Gartreli, of Ga., vainly appealed to gen- 
tlemen to take a vote and dispose of this bill. 

Air. John Cochrane, of N. Y , said the debate 
was more exciting than instructive. He fully 
agreed with gentlemen on his side of the House, 
that if the question proposed was to be candidly 
and manfully met, it should be on the issue wheth- 
er the slave trade should be piohibited or permit- 
ted, and not in debate, collaterally, on the phrase- 
ology of an appropriation bill. The question 
now is, whether under existing laws certain acts 
have been performed honestly and in good faith 
by the President, and whether the representatives 
of the people will declare that appropriations 
should be made to defray the expenses incurred 
by the Administration. No person is here to 
pronounce on any other point than this. As to the 
vessels engaged in the slave trade coming from 
the North, he would be ready at the proper time 



fairly and manfully to take his position when the 
issue is raised. 

Mr. Grocsbeck, ef Ohio, said he did not re- 
quire a postponement of the issue. He was ready 
to meet it now. It is more I ikely an act will be 
passed for the more faithful execution of tlie 
present laws for the suppression of the slave trade 
than that those now on the statute book will 1 e 
repealed. He expressed regret at the occurrence 
of this debate, and that a humane act on the 
part of tho President had met with such stern ob- 
jections Ue approved of everything the Presi- 
dent had done iu the premises. This country 
would have considered it cruel if these Africans 
had been turned adrift, unprovided for, on the 
shores of Africa. He, a? a Democrat, thanked the 
President. He thanked him for his humanity in 
the name of the nation. 

Mr. Hughes, of Ind, concurred in every word ; 
Mr. Groesbeek bad uttered. He had always said I 
the Democratic party was not a sectional party. 
The constitution is its platform in letter ami 
spirit, fie had always said mid now repeated 
that if the constitution imposed manacles on ne- 
groes, he was for it still, because it was the con- 
stitution of his country. The constitution does 
recognize, by implication, the suppression of the 
slave trade, and if the tune should ever come 
when any considerable portion of the Democratic 
pifrty shall either directly or indirectly propose to 
i'o-ter and encourage that trade, then tlie Demo- 
cratic party cannot boast that it is a national party 
as it now is. He was ready to meet the issue. 

Air. Singleton, of Miss., remarked that he had 
expressed no opinion as to the slave trade. 

Mr. Burnett, of Ky., said it was not the duty 
of State Rights Democrats and those who claim 
to be strict constructionists, to discuss, in the pond- 
ing bill, questions connected with the African 
slave trade. He yielded to no man in his adher- 
ence to tlie rights of the States, and would be 
ready to repel aggression from .»ny quarter. 

Mr. Barksdale, of Miss., was satisfied that the 
President, in returning the Africans brought to 
this country by the Echo, had violated the law. 
He had no authority for the contract which he 
made. Believing, however, that the President 
acted from patriotic purposes, he was not prepar 
ed to condemn him. Under proper circumstances 
he should be prepared to take a position as to the 
re-opening of the slave trade, and in its favor. 
The safety of the North and South demanded the 
efficient and faithful execution of the laws. 

Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, said tlie debate on the 
other side afforded him much gratification, but 
sometimes there was .too much of a good thing. 
If they would consent to take a vote to strike out 
the whole section under consideration, he thought 
it would be the best thing they could do. 

At this point there were loud aud earnest cries 
for the question. 

Air. Clay, of Kentucky, said, yes'erdav he had 
occasion to remark- that he was opposed to all 
laws on the statute book with reference to the 
slave trade, lie explained that no man was more 
opposed to re-opening it than he was, and in this 
he believed lie was sustained by bis constituents; 
but the present laws, punishing the slave trade 
as piracy, are so severe that they could not bo en- 
forced. Other penalties might be provided. lie 
did not believe a white man could be hung for it. 
cithenat the South or at Boston. He was op- 
posed to the treaty "f Washington, as it was an 
entangling alliance with Great Britain, «^iU caused 
outrages on the American flag. He hoped that 
notice would be given to Great Britain to put an 
end to the treaty, so that «c may preserve our 
own police on the seas. 

Mr. Burnett — to Mr Clay — Are von not in fa- 
vor of enforcing the laws which exist? 

Mr. Clay — l am. 

Mr. Gooch, of AT ass., did not regard this dis- 
cussion as a waste of time^ ns it foreshadowed 
the course hereafter to be pursued in this House. 
It was right that the people should know in ad- 
vance the questions which their i epresentatives 
shall he called on to debate. Mad the people 
been thus forewarned before they elected certain 
men to office, there would have bee:, a different 
result. Apprehension was expressed by a gentle- 
man (Singleton) as to what a Republican Pres- 
ident would do. In the event of such an election, 
ho, Mr. Gooch, would say Unit, in his opinion, 
should the Republicans succeed to power, they 
would give to the law the same construction 
which two Democratic Presidents have given it — 
the same construction which the Democratic par- 
ty have acquiesced in for twenty years. They 
would justify the opinions of leading Democratic 
statesmen. The construction given by the Prcsi 
dent to the law of 1819 i? a correct one. 

Air. Allies, of C-, said lie was that hideous 
thing, a sectional man. He stood here, a South- 
ern man, representing, in part, a sovereign State. 
They of the South cannot but be sectional, be- 
cause they must be united to maintain themselves. 
He did not class himself in the Democratic ranks. 
He would unite with the Democrats when he 
could do so conscientiously and consistently, hav- 
ing reference to his State and section. When 
they called upon him to depart half of a hair’s 
breadth from his principles, we would turn his 
back and leave them forever. He was not only 
prepared to advocate tlie reopening of the slave 
trade, but was for sweeping, away all laws which 
stamped his constituents as pirates, and placed a 
srignia on Southern institutions. 

Air. Branch, of N. C., expressed a desire that 
the Committee rise. This debate was productive 
of more ill than mere consumption of time. 
The clause under consideration, for an appropri- 
ation to enable the President to carry into effect 
a contract with the Colonization Society, etc. , 
may be stricken out, but this does not finally dis- 
pose of the subject. it will be voted on in the 
House. 

The Committee rose, and the House adjourn- 
ed. 

Washington, Jan. 27. — Senate. — The Pacific 
Railroad bill was taken up and various verbal 
amendments were made preparatory to a direct 
vote on the bill. 

Air. Doolittle, of Wig., added an additional 
section intended to prevent speculators from k Ap- 
ing back the land from settlement, as they did 
with those granted to the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company. Adopted. 

Mr. Doolittle then moved that the Secretary 
of the Interior, on the passage of this act, be 
authorized to take proposals for the Northern and 
Southern routes, leaving the central route as it 
now is; and report to Congress at the com- 
mencement of the next session — the advertise- 
ment to be published during eight months in two 
newspapers of the District of Columbia. 

Air. Doolittle’s amendment prevailed. 

Air. Douglas offered on amendment providing 
that the so-called desert lands, within 40 miles of 
the middle section of the road be open to pre-emp- 
tion rights at the rate of 10 cents per aci e. 

House. — The House proceeded to the consider- 
ation <jf the Consular and Diplomatic Appropria- 
tion bill, and refused to concur in the amendment 
of the Committee of the Whole on the state of 
the Union, which proposed to curtail the number 
of foreign ministers and send them only to Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Spain, Brazil, Mexico, 
China, Peru, Turkey, and Nicaragua. 

Mr. Crawford’s amendment, proposing to re- 
duce the sum to enable the President to carry in- 
to effect the act of March, 1819, for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade, and other subsequent 
act-5, from $75,000 to. $15.000 — tlie object being to 
withhold the amount necessary to comply with 
the contract with the Colonization Society for the 
education and siqport of tlie Africans captured 
onboard the Echo— ‘was rejected; yeas 48, navi 
145. 

The question was then taken to strike out this 
entire clause, aud resulted iu the negative — yeas 
28, nays 163.
